Incorrig:ble screamers, he says, 
are always birds which have been trapped 
when adult, or, лї all events, when well- 
qum and accustomed to their wild life. 

Vhea he commenced keeping parrots he had 
several which behaved in this way and found 
that there was no cura for, them, for the 
ecreams nre merely their natural cry which 
they will not forget. If you go into the bush 


in South Australia in parrot-abounding 
parts, the screeching noise is simply 
deafening.
